Tho 
uir is compressed and passed along 
through various tubes before reaching 
tho gun and is used at about 
1,000 


pounds pressure to tho square inch, 
which is much less than tbe power of 
powder. 
Dyuamito will bo exploded at 


about 
5,000 pounds pressure to the 


square inch. Those guns aro enormous 
affairs, smoothbore, CO feet in lougth, 
mndo of the best iron, iu three sections, 
flanged and bolted together aud support- 
ed on a stool carriage. The carriage is 
mounted upon a steel racing ring, so 
railed, and th(J*systt'm of handling is by 
means of au electric motejr. 
As tbese 


guns aro covered by a huge number of 
patents they are very expensive, costing 
tho government many thousands of dol- 
lars each. Fifteen uieu iu relays are 
required to work them. 


The gunner stands upou a platl'oriu 


on the lett sido of the carriage, uses a 
line toleseeinic sight, and wliou nil is 
ready ha pulls a levor which allows tho 
compressed air to outer tho gun, and 
tho discharge takos place. Those guus 
nro all loaded at tho brwcli, and tho 
projectile is handled by a separate car- 
ri.igo. Thy projectile is about 10 feet in 
length for tho 15 inch gun, aud when 
charged with uOO pounds of dynuiuitu

pounds. It is a steel tulnj composed of 
walls three, sixteenths of au inch thie'k 
and has a spiral vane at tho rear.
